
The Triumph of Popular
Next to gaining a victory, says the
ashington Union, the most difficult

thing often is to get the vanquished
party to acknowledge their defeat.
Pride, or some other evil passion, is so
apt to suggest excuses, apologies, and
doubts, that the real truth as to a tri-

umph is obscured and brought into'ques-tion- .

Since the presidential election,
wc have observed with sileut amusement
the ingenious shifts and devices by

lleeder 'was expected to pursue this pol-

icy, hut he allowed his attention to be
first diverted to schemes of land specu-

lation, and afterwards suffered himself
to become the supple tool of the Emi-

grant Aid Societies in thoir effort to
abolit ionize the Territory. Governor
Shannon went out with the same in-

structions as Gov. Rceder, but he lack-

ed the-energ-y and decision to meet the
obstacles which Gov. Reeder's blunders
had- - entailed upon him. Gov. Geary
went with the same instructions which
harHbeen given to both of his predeees-ors- ,

and he had the courage, the wisdom,
the firmness, and the energy to execute
theia-Tarthfo- and in their true spirit.
The result was that chaos was rapidly
reduced to order, and peace and quiet
were soon restored to the Territory.
This great work was virtually accom-

plished before the presidential election,
and exerted a happy influence on the
result. Since that election he has pur-

sued and consummated the same policy
which he had so successfully inaugura-

ted beforehand; and the acknowledg-

ment of "black republicans that his ad-

ministration has been successful is the
highest tribute that could be paid to the
wisdom of President Pierce in selecting
him, and to the excellence of the prin-

ciple of popular sovereignty contained
in the Kansas law which Gov. Geary has
so triumphantly executed and illustra-
ted. It is not true, therefore, as a
matter of fact, that any change in the
Kansas policy of the administration has
occurred since the presidential election.
It follows that it is equally untrue that
the minority vote cast for the republi-
can candidate has exerted the slightest
influence on the administrative policy
of the administration, or of Gov. Geary
in Kansas. Geary's success has been
the triumph of the principle of popular
sovereignty over the antagonistic prin-

The democratic orators and journals
maintained everywhere that Kansas j

ought to be a free or a Blave State, just
as the people of the Territory should j

rWiiltv nnrl that thn m,lr war tn
to them the right to decide for theni- -

selves, and to prevent the exercise of a
despotic power over them by Congress,
was to elect Mr. Buchanan and to defeat
Col. Fremont. The election of Mr.
Buchanan, therefore, settled the ques-

tion that Kansas was to be a free or a

slave State, according to the wishes of
the people of the Territory. If Kansas
comes into the Union as a free State, it
will come in as such because the people
have decided, through 3Ir. Buchanan's
election, that it is the right of the in
habitants of the Territory so to come
in or to come in as a slave State, at
their own option. It follows that there
is no truth in the assertion of the black
republicans, that the minority vote of
Col. Fremont has had any influence in
securing the admission of Kansas as a
free State. If it is admitted as a free
State it will be the result of the free
choice of its people, and therefore in
strict conformity with the principle of
popular sovereignty inaugurated by the

ty. In that result, so brought about,
the democratic party will readily acqui- -

csce, and in obedience to their
pies they will await the decision to be
made by the people of the Territory.
If the laws of legitimate emigration, of
climate, of production, in harmony with
the great democratic principle of popu-- I
lar result in making j

Kansas a free State, not a word of
plaint wiil be uit-cre- by democrats.
But there is one thin" not to be foraot- -

ten if under the operation of these
laws Kansas is a free State, it will dem- -

onstrate the folly and wickedness of the
sectional agitation which has endanger-
ed the peace of the country ever since
the passage of the Kansas law.
